REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of a feed mechanism having a 
pusher piece engaging member that incorporates a horizontal lock door, horizontal 
rotation shafts, and a guide protection. The pusher piece engaging member in 
combination with a pusher piece, mount sensor, release lever rotating plate, and lock 
mechanism allows a staple assembly cassette to be sensed, loaded, and locked into the 
stapler, therefore prepare the stapler for operation. This combination is not disclosed or 
taught in the prior art.
